for the ſame Confirmation; one, of the Conſecration of 


Churches, and the other of viſiting condemn'd Crimi- 
nals. On which Occaſions the Biſhop and the Ordi- 
nary. at preſent, uſe their own Diſcretion ; but if ever 
thoſe unfniſh'd Conſtitutions take Place, will be li- 
mited to a Form of Words. But in the mean Time,

But inſtead of this regular and proper Satisfaction, 
another, it ſeems, is found out, which we are taught to 


look upon as more than equivalent. Matters of Fact, 


well arreſted, are the only ſubſtantial Proofs. But, pray, 
who ſhall be Judge what Kind of Facts, or what Num- 
ber of them is equally valid with a Renunciation, or 
what ſhall paſs for good Atteſtation? There is, with 
Regard to theſe Points, ſo viſible a Latitude, and ſuch 
an open Gap left for Fraud and Collufion, that one 
may venture to affirm, the Jeſuits themſelves cannot 
wiſh to be ſubjected to a ſlighter Teſt; and if we 
will content our ſelves with ſuch Marks of Conver- 
fion, we may ſoon expect to be ſtor'd with pretended 
Converts to us, in order to draw off Converts 5 —— us.

Section of 
his Book, relating to the Proteſtant Refugees, appears 
to have been written. Which I deſire the Reader to 
caſt his Eye over once more, now he has this Key 
to it, and to obſerve how he mumbles Thiſtles: Hop

In ſhort, it was not taken for Satisfaction, as there was 
little Reaſon it ſhould ; for under a Shew of asking Pardon 


for his Abuſes, he does but abuſe them over again: And Mr. 


Da Bourdieu aſſur d me, he wou'd {till publiſh his Anſiver. 


When I aw Mr. Du Bourdieu, he had not the Letter 
in his Cuſtody, but aſſur d me in general, that it was in a 


menacing Strain. And when Iask d him, whether His Lord-

When I was at C-oydon I. gook Occaſion to do myſelf 
Juſtice with my Lord George Howard. I was inform'd 
that noble Lord had received a Letter from Mrs. More- 
ton, #Siſter of my Lord of Bangor's, deſiring his Lord- 
ſhip to teſtify what Mr. Pillonniere appeals to him for, in 
his Book: And as an Inducement to it, that it was al- 
ledg'd, Mr. Pillonniere's Enemies intended to urge his 
Converſation with his Lordſhip as a Reaſon why he 
was ſtill a Papiſt. As I had Reaſon to think myſelf 
pointed at, in that Allegation, and as I knew 1 never 
had any ſuch Intention {for though the Biſhop had nam'd 
his Lordſhip in his Letter to me; I had not, in m 
Anſwer, nor had I then a Thought, or the leaſt Ground 
for bringing his Lordſhip into our Diſpute) I waited 
on my Lord to let him know as much: His Lordſhip 
| found had underſtood that Letter (as any one would 
have done) to relate to me; and I had the Happineſs 
of giving him Satisfaction on that Head, as I could do 
with the ſtricteſt Truth. | " 
As to the Matter for which Mr. Pillonniere appeals 
to my Lord George, p. 48. his Lordſhip was pleas'd to 
aſſure me, that as, on the one hand, he had never ſaid 
any thing to induce his Lordihip to believe that him- 
ſelf was ſtill a Papiſt; ſo on the other, he had never, 
in any Converſation, attempted to convert his Lordſhip: 
That he had once indeed wrote him a Letter, which his 
Lordſhip was pleas'd to oblige me with the Sight of.

It gave an Account of many Corruptions in the Church 
of Rome, referring his Lordſhip, for a Proof of what 
Was alledg'd, to ſeveral Authors. I wiſh, with all my 
Soul, his Lordſhip would be pleas'd to give it another 
Reading, and to conſult the Authors referr'd to, with, 
out being prejudic'd by the Hand that offer d him the 
Admonition. But there indeed lies the great Bar t 
Mr. Pillonniere's making any new Converts, be he neyer 
ſo ſincere himſelf; (and if he is not ſincere, be may 
purpoſely throw that Bar in the Way) he can tempt 
them from one Church, but cannot invite them to an- 
other: He can direct them to the Terminus à quo, but 
not to the Terminus ad quem; without which, tis im. 
poſſible for any Change to be wrought. His Way of 
talking about Religion was ſo looſe, and he made ſo 
free with all Churches, as to hinder any Effect even of 
the Truths that he told. He might (ſaid my Lord to 
me) be a Turk or Jew, as well as a Chriſtian, for al 

that appear'd by his Converſation. _ 
And can any one wonder, that tho' he boaſts of his 
. Attempts to convert his Father and Siſter, my Lord 
George, and Mrs. Loudham's. Daughter; he has no Suc- 
ceſs to boaſt of in any of thoſe Caſes? No, he never 
took the right Way. It is but pleading booty, to aim 
at drawing People off, from a bad Church, to none: And 
III paſs my Word for him, ſo long as he takes the ſame 
Courſe, he'll be a very harmleſs Adverſary to the 
Church of Rome. To tell a Man of his Danger in the 
Romiſh Church, becauſe of the unlawful Terms of Com- 
munion it impoſes, and at the ſame time to tell him, 
that there is no other Church in the Chriſtian World, 
bur will inſiſt on Terms as unlawful, can have no Effect 
on a Man that deſires to be of ſome Religion. If he be- 
lieves nothing that Mr. Pillonniere ſays, he muſt of Necel- 
ſity ſtay where he is.

(as, he tells us, p.63,64- all Men of Senſe in that Church nom 
do, all Proteſt ants who argue the ſame Way) to deſend our Re- 
formation itſelf, or the Right any of our Churches ever had to 
ſeparate from Rome, upon thoſe Principles: And having 
likewiſe as induſtriouſly aſſerted and proclaim'd, that all 
Proteſtants (but an EXTREME SMALL NUMBER, 
ſcarce twice ſo many as wou'd have ſav'd Sodom, from 
Luther's Time to this Day ) have argued, and do argue 
the ſame Way, and practiſe accordingly ; the Conclu- 
ſion from theſe Premiſſes is, that all Proteſtants, not ex- 
cepted in his white Lift, are unjuſtifiable in their Sepa- 
ration from the Church of Rome. | 

If Proteſtants can tamely acquieſce under ſuch an Ac- 
cuſation, from fuch a Hand; Popery will indeed have 
Occaſion to triumph. If ſuch a Slanderer is to be eſteem'd 
our Friend; the Pope and his College of Cardinals can 
fcarce be reputed Enemies. | 

But in behalf of the Church of England in particular, 
in Oppoſition to the injurious Aſperſion of Mr. Pillon- 
| niere, |

v ere, and all other Advocates,for the Church of Rome, 
who calumniate the former as equally guilty with the 
latter, in the principal Thing, wherein ſhe condemns 
her, and for which ſhe left her: I anſwer; We broke off 
from your Communion, becauſe we cou'd not continue 
in it with Innocence and Safety. You drove us out from 
among you, by infiſtiag on ſinful and unlawful Terms, 
and ſuch wherein we cow'd not comply with you, with- 
out. diſobeying the expreſs Word of God. You de- 
priv'd us of the Uſe of that Word of God: You took 
from us the Key of Knowledge, and purpoſely contriv'd 
to keep us in Ignorance and Blindneſs: You requir'd our 
Aſſent to palpable Contradictions, and ſuch as were diſ- 
prov'd by the cleareft Evidence of our Senſes. You 
held us in Subjection, and maintain'd your Dominion 
over our Conſciences, by Forgeries and Impoſtures, by 
Cruelty and Barbarity; till the Yoke was too inſup- 
portable to be born, and we were provok'd to ſhake 
it off. | | 

But is there any Reſemblance to be found of ſuch ty- 
rannical and arbitrary Treatment, in the Conduct of 
the Church of England toward thoſe who are cauſeleſſy 
gone out from her ? Do they ſo much as pretend, that 
the Terms of her Communion are ſinful, or contrary to 
the Scripture ? No: The great Body of them have pub- 
lickly declar'd in their Writings, and teſtified by their 


frequent Practice, that they can communicate with us, 


without grieving their Conſciences, or being guilty of 
an unlawful Compliance; tho? not io much to their Edi- 
fication, as they perſuade themſelves they can do in ſe- 
parate Aſſemblies. _ 1 
Does ſhe lock up the Scripture in an unknown 
Tongue, and debar her Members the Study of ir ? $0 


far from that, that ſhe has caus'd it to be tranſlated for 


their Uſe, and exhorts them all, to ſearch it diligently. 
Oh! but ſhe encroaches, you ſay, by Way of Interpreta- 


tion, which is the ſame thing, in Effect, with totally 


luppreſſing it.

Effect, to put out a Man's Eyes, and to lend him a Glas 
to help his Eye-Sight. You will tell me again, that ſhe

I reply, ſhe offers them all the Aſſiſtance of it, but 
does not compell them to uſe it, or to ſay they ſee, what 
they do not ſee. If there are any Eyes of ſo untoward 
a Caſt, as to apprehend Dragons and Chimera's, tho 
uſing the ſame Helps, by which Multitudes of the moſt 
diſceraing have a clear Perception, of one uniform and 


regular Object; the Fault is in themſelves, and not in 


her: Or to ſpeak without a Metaphor 5 As the Scrip- 
ture was given to be underſtood, and the ſacred Text 
can be of no Uſe, unleſs it be taken in ſome Senſe or o- 
ther; and as the Church of England has grounded her 
Decilions on that Meaning, which is moſt obvious, na- 
tural and unforc'd, and agreed to he ſo, by the concur- 
rent Opinion of the moſt able and judicious Interpre- 
ters; if there are any, who, thro? an affected Singula- 
rity, ſeek for other Meanings, and refuſe to acquieſce in 
thoſe Deciſions which were fram'd on the Authority of 
Scripture otherwiſe explain'd, than they pretend to 
underitand it; can it be thought ſtrange, if ſhe does not 
depart from her Gonſtitytion, which has been long ſet- 
led upon mature Deliberation, and inſtead of the Judg- 
ment of the greateſtLights of theReformation,rely on the 
Anthority of any ſingle Perſon. They have the Liberty 
of diſſenting if they pleaſe (which is more than you Ro- 
maniſts will allow the Proteſtants. ) If their Differences 
are of ſmall Moment ( nay even in ſome Points of very 
great Concern ) they are indulg'd in the publick Exer- 
ciſe of their Worihip : And if they diſagree in the moſt 
fundamental Articles, if they will but keep their Opi- 
nioas to themſelves ; here is no Inquiſition to force them 
out of them. But the Church cannot own them as 
Members of her Communion, without renouncing her 
own Communion. If they will not come to her, ſhe can- 
not help it; *tis unreaſonable to expect ſhe ſhould go to 
them. | Does 
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Does the Church of E-gland require our Belief of Con- 
traditions ? Does ſhe obligs us to profeſs, that a Piece 
of Bread is a Human Body, that a Cup of Wine is Blood, 
or that the ſame numerical Body is in a Million of Pieces 
at the ſame Inſtant ? Such Propoſitions, to which we 
cannot aſſent, without deveſting ourſelves of all our Sen- 
ſes. There are indeed myſterious Articles in our Creeds, 
bat ſuch as rely on the undoubted Authority of Scrip- 
ture, and our Beliet of which is abſolutely neceſſary to 


direct us in our Adoration. We are plainly told in Scrip- 


ture of three Divine Perſons, we are told as plainly that 
there is but one God. We are ſure there is an Unity 
between them, and as ſure that there is a Diſtinction: 
But as the Unity is conſider'd in one reſpec, and the Di- 
ſtinction in another, there is nothing in our Belief but 
what is perfectly confiſtent. In vain do you pretend, 
that your Tranſubſtantiation has no more of Abſurdity 
in it, than this venerable Myſtery, _- 

Laſtly, Does the Church of England endeavour to ſup- - 
port her Authority by the help of Pious Frauds and Le- 
gendary Stories? Has ſhe ever attempted to propagate. 
her Worſhip by barbarons and bloody Methods ? Does 
Hiſtory inform you of Aſlaſſinations, Poyſonings and 
Maſſacres undertaken for her Defence, or juſtified by 
her Authority ? Has ſhe aim'd art ſetting vp a Court of 
Iiquiſition to extort from Men, by the moſt exquiſite Se- 
verities, a Confeſſion of thoſe inward Sentiments, which 


had never diſcover'd themſelves by any outward Acts? 


| ſpeak of that Inquiſition, which you, Mr. Pillonniere, have 
been the boldeſt Advocate for, that ever appear'd in the 
Guiſe of a Proteſtant. For when you put upon thoſe Words 
of mine, to enforce them with proper Sanct ions, the follow in 
laterpretation, p.51. L“ ſuch as thoſe of the Iquiſcrian, 
* which muſt be confeſs'd on all hands to be very proper,

lick Church aſſembled ] and again, that if he has 
left any Deputies, or Vicegerents, they are [| © the Po 
„ and his Clergy. J Thus you imagine to lay your 
Reader under a Neceſſity of cloſing with one Branch 
or the other of this unhappy Dilemma; either that the 
Church has no Power of enforcing Spiritual Laws by 
proper Sanctions, that Chriſt has commiſſion'd none to 
act under him in Spirituals, nor left any Deputies or 
Vice-gereats; or elſe that the Inquiſition js the proper 
Sanction, the Pope, his Cardinals and Clergy, the Depy- 
ties and Vicegerents, whom he has commiſſion'd. The 
former of - theſe Conſequences would beſt ſerve the 
Purpoſes of a Freethinker ; the latter, of a Jeſuit. But 
that the former of thoſe Characters (whether ſo in- 
'tended or not) muſt be in the End ſubſervient to 
the latter, he muſt be very Short-{ighted who can- 
not diſcern. - . 
But the Truth indeed lies in the middle between 
Mr. Pillonniere s two Extremes; Chriſt has delegated a 
Power to the Church, (tho' no ſuch infallible one as 
is claim'd by the Biſhop of Rome) of enacting Spiri- 
. tual Laws, (I will repeat my Limitation, as much as 
Mr. Pillonniere affects to banter it) in Cafes undetermin'd 
by himſelf; and of enforcing them by proper Sanctions, 
tho' not ſuch enormous Sanctions, as the Inguiſition, 
And I hope I have ſhewn the Church of England to 
obſerve the juſt Medium, and to have ſeparated from 
the Church of Rome on ſufficient Grounds, without 
giving juſt Occaſion to others to ſeparate from her, in 
Diſproof of his fallacious manner of Arguing.

Tis ſuchi a Manner of arguing indeed, as; if it ſhould 
prevail, coud / have no other Effect than leading us either 
the direct Way to Popery; or by a ſlower indeed, but not 
leſs certain Road to Popery, by the Way of Infidelity. . - 
The wild Diſtraction and perplexing Utcertainty with - . 
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which all Minds wou'd be bewilder'd; if once his Ro- 
mantick Scheme was to take Place, if all National Re- 


ligion were to be aboliſh'd,. and every Man! elt 40 be 


of a Church by himſelf; is a Reflexion too horrid! to 
conceive. What will not Men do, what Remedy will 
they not have Recourſe to, in Order to deliver them- 


ſelves from ſuch Confuſion? What Slavery won d they 


find in ſuch a Freedom! And how Natural will it bs 
for thoſe, who ſhall have conceiv'd upon the Tryal; an 
utter Abhorrence of ſuch endleſs Doubts and diſagree- 
ing Syſtems, to be carried by ſuch Averſion to that 
which at Preſent they moſt heartily deteſt: I mean, to 
take up with an implirit Faith, and reſign all their 
Scruples to him who: calls himſelf an infallible Fudge, 
Lock back tothe Times of Licentiouſneſs in the 
Middle of the laſt Century, and obſerve the Effects of 
both Spiritual and Temporal Confuſion: How the 
many Forms of Government, and various Syſtems of 
Religion, took off Mens Averſion to what they hated 
before, and made them look upon any Government 
and any Worſhip, as far better than none. How many 
were there in thoſe Times, who had been as {worn Ene- 
mies to Monarchy and Prelacy, as the warmeſt Zealot 
in our Days can poſſible be to. Popery ? But the greater 
Miſchief of Confuſion defac'd their former Prejudices, 
and made them the Inſtruments of reſettling them both, 
by bringing about the Happy Reſtoration:

Unity and Peace of Chriſtians, and the Happineſs of 
human Society. Diviſion and Subdivifion without 
* End, Confuſion and Diſorder, Indecency in the Wor-

< avoidable Conſequences of ſuch a Separation, as you 
< [Mr. Pillonniere] have given a general Encouragement 
* ro: And that they are unavoidable, you muſt know,

I I cou'd fill many Pages with a Condemnation of the 
Doctrine his Lordſhip is now the Patron of, in his own 
Words. And whereas his Lordſhip was pleas d

(here I had tax'd him with an Inconſiſtency 
between his preſent and former Principles) that he is

Fieces is to heal the Separation, and to preſs the Ob- 
ligation of Conformity to the eſtabliſh'd Church; where- 
as the entire Scope of his Sermon, and of Mr. Pil- 
hnmiere's Writings, for the Main of whoſe Poſitions, his 
Lordſhip makes himſelf anſwerable, is to procure not 
only a Separation, but a total Diflolution of that 
Eſtabliſhment, by repreſenting the Laws, by. which it 
is eſtabliſh'd as an Enchroachment on Chriſt's Regal 
Power. And if all Arguments for the Authority of a 
Church, as ſettled by the Civil Magiſtrate, are.to be

I have both wanted a ſafe Conveyance, 
which in my Circumſtances is extremely neceſſary; and 
have met with ſo plentiful a Harveſt, that I could not 
give a Relation of what I had done, without loſing the 
Opportunity of doing more. After this Profeſſion, you 
will doubtleſs expect to ſee a large Catalogue of Per- 
ſons who have abjur'd their Hereſy, and reconcil'd them- 
ſelves to the Catholick Church. But far from that, I 
will not yet pretend to boaſt of one. No, my Reve- 
rend Fathers ; I have greater Deſigns in View, than to 
amuſe my ſelf with the Conqueſt of ſingle Perſons: My 
Project will recover whole Nations at once. The rich, 
the powerful Kingdom of Great Britain, that Strong- 
Hold of Hereſy, that only hitherto inſuperable Bar in 
the Way ot our Deſigns, ſhall render Obeiſance to His 
Hilineſs, and the loſt Sheep of it, that have been ſo long 
ſtray'd, and from whence they have ſeduc'd ſo many 
others to go altray, ſhall return to the Univerſal Fold. 
I have diſcover d the true Cauſe, why all our former 
Attempts have prov d ſo unſucceſsful, and am therefore 
trying 4 quite different Method, which is like to be 
attended with much happier Conſequences. It has been 
the uſual Practice of other Miſſionaries to urge the Au- 
thoricyfot the Church, and the Neceſſity of agreeing in 
one common Rule of Faith and Worſhip. To which 
the Hurericks would reply, they had ſuch a common 
Rule of Faith and Worſhip; they did belong to 2 
Church, to whoſe Authority they ſubmitted in all De- 
tecus tions conſiſtent with the Word of God, they 
dun 
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und, upon Examination, that ſhe enjoin d nothing 
which was otherwiſe. Our Agents would preſs them

Such Argu- 
ments, we know, have had their due Effect when pro- 


perly applied; but they will not prevail here. The 
people of this Land are knowing and inquiſitive, and 
will not be led blindfold. | 
Now inſtead of reſtraining this Deſire of Knowledge; 
| indulge, I feed, IT drive it to Wantonneſs and Excels. 
When I meet with a forward and aſpiring Genius, I 


find but little Difficulty in diſpoſſeſſing him of the Pre- 


judices of Education, and filling him with Scorn for 


whatever is ſettled, merely becauſe it is ſettled. I ex 


patiate on the Freedom of following the Dictates of 
one's own Reaſon, and the Slavery of being confin'd to 
Syſtems ; till he believes it as neceſlary to think by him- 
ſelf, as to think Jo? himſelf, and becomes a perfect 
Knight Errant in Religion. I encourage all Men in ge- 
neral, of what Denomination {oever, to revolt from 


| their Churches, as having no Authority to impoſe 


thoſe Terms of Communion; by which they are link'd 
together, I exhort them to chufe every Man a Reli- 


gion fot himſelf, to reje& all Authority in Matters Spi- 


ritual, and to be their own Judges, and theit own

r prov'd a greater Impediment, or 
more obſtructed the Progteſs of my Predeceſſors in this 
Nig an Oppoſition to the Uſe of 
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it: Let him have a Surfeit. If once the Notions 1 am 


labouring to infuſe, come to be generally receiv'd, (as 


there is 2 very promiſing Diſpoſition toward it) if every 
Man will but follow his own Conceit, and without 
acting in Concert with any Body of Chriſtians, condu& 
himſelf by the Di&ates of his awn unaſſiſted Reaſon; 
he will ſoon grow ſo ſick of it, as never to truſt it more. 
Diviſions and Subdivifions without end muſt neceſſarily en- 
ſac, which cannot but end in our Advantage; and the 
natural Conſequence of ſuch Diſunion among them- 
ſelves, mult be at laſt their Reunion with us. | 
We ſhall then be as a regular and well-compacted 
Body of Troops, againſt an undiſciplin'd, unofficer d, 
diſconcerted Rabble, without a common Head, or 
common Intereſt, too much at Variance among them- 
ſelves ro oppoſe our Meaſures with any Vigour or 
Unanimity, Tis thus, my Reverend Fathers, I pur- 
poſe to ue the ſo long deſir' d, ſo often in vain at- 
tempted Recovery of this Kingdom: Tis what I am 
purſuing with my utmoſt Skill and Application. My 
Face may appear to be ſet another Way, but one may 
fail Meſt about, till he comes to the Eaſt Indies, 
I pais here under the Name of a Proteſtant, and in- 
deed I am one. Miſtake me not, my Reverend Fa- 
thers; I do not mean an Huguenot, I am a Proteſter 
againſt thoſe that proteſted againſt us. That pernici- 
ous Hereſiarch Martin Luther himſelf, never inveigh'd 
with more Boldneſs againſt what he call'd the Cor- 


ruptions of our Church, than I have inveigh'd againſt | 


him and Calvin, and other Coryphees of the pretended 
Reform'd Religion; nay, againſt every Branch of that 


act againſt us with united Force. | 
It in purſuing this Argument I have ſometimes, the

Tis a thing ſo improbable, that if it were not an Affair 
which at this time makes ſome Noiſe in the World, I 
ſhould hardly hope to find Belief, that while I am act- 
ing ſo oppoſite a Part to the Intereſts of the Eſtabliſh'd 
Church, Iam a Domeſtick in the Family of a Biſhop of 
that Church; that I am countenanc'd, abetted, ſup- 
Ported by him againſt all that offer to oppole me. 
cannot affirm that he has * ſame View with me, nor 
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is it of much Importance whether he has or ra. 'Tig 


enough that he coneurs moſt ſtrenuouſſy in choſe Means 
which will infallibly bring about my End. Let him but 
alſiſt me in deſtroying the Foundations, and diſſolving

cal Churches are connected, and as to what remains, I 


ſhall neither need his Help, nor fear his Oppoſttion.

{3 HO Religion be a Matter of our Choice, yet it is neither 
a Thing indifferent in it ſelf, nor to a good Governor, 
what Religion his People are of, fc. Eo 
To countenance and ſupport the true Religion, and to take 
care that the People be inſtructed in it, and that none be per- 
mitted to debauch and ſeduce Men from it, properly belongs 
to the Civil Magiſtrate. This Power the Kings of Hrael al- 
ways exerciſed, not only with Allowance, but with great Ap- 
probation and Commendation from God himſelf. And the 
Caſe is not altered ſince Chriſtianity : The better the Religion 
is, the better it deſerves the Countenance and Support of the 
Cwil Authority. And this Power of the Civil Magiſtrate in 
Matters of Religion, was never call'd in queſtion, but by the 
Enthuſiaſts of theſe later Times: And yet among theſe, every 
Father and Maſter of a Family claims this Power over his 
Cnldren and Servants, at the ſame time that they deny it to 
the Magiſtrate over his Subjects.

And to ſpeak freely in this Matter, I cannot think (till 1 
be better informd, which I am always ready to be) that any 
Pretence of Conſcience warrants any Man, that is not extra.

the Goſpel were, and cannot juſtify that Commiſſion by Mi. 
racles as they did, to affront the Eſtabliſh'd Religion of a Na.

may well lead us to conclude, That though thoſe Words did 
immediately relate to the compoſing of private Differences, 
znd of delating intractable Perſons to the Syna rogu4s, yet they 
may de well extended to all thoſe publick Offences which are 
Injuries, to the whole Body; and may be now applied to the 
Chriſtian Church, and to the Paſtors and Guides of it, tho? 
they related to the Synagogue when they were firſt ſpoken. ' 
It is therefore highly congruous, both to the whole Deſign of 
the Chriſtian Religion, and to many Paſſages in the New 
Teftament, that there ſhould be Rules ſet for cenſuring Offen- 
ders, that fo they may be reclaimed, or at leaſt aſhamed, and 
that others may fear. And as the final Sentence of every Au- 
thority whatſoever, muſt be the cutting off from the Body all 
ſach. as continue in a wilful Diſobedience to the Laws of the 
Society; ſo if any who call themſelves Chriſtians, will live ſo 
as to be a Reproach to that which they profeſs, they muſt be 
cut off and caſt ont: For if there is any ſort of Power in the 
Church, it muſt terminate in this : This is the laſt and higheſt 
Act of their Authority; it is ike Death or Baniſhment by the 


Civil Power, which are not proceeded to but upon great Gcca- 


ſions, in which milder Cenſures will not prevail „ and 
where the general Good of the Society requires it: 


So caſting out, being the laſt Act of Church-Power, like a 
Parent's diſinheriting a Child, it ought, to be proceeded in 


with that Slowneſs, and upon ſuch Confiderations, as may 


well juſtify the Rigor of it. A wilful Contempt of Order 
and Authority, carries virtually in it every other Irregularity; 
becauſe it diſſolves the Union of the Body, and deſtroys that 
Reſpe& by which all the other Ends of Religion are to be at- 
tained ; and when this is deliberate and fixed, there is no 
other way of Proceeding, but by cult ing off thoſe who are 


lo refractory, and who ſet ſuch an ill Example to others.
